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HILE riding from New York to Boston a 
col day or two ago some Yale students 
got on the train. They made us think 
of the thrills we used to get when a vacation period 
made possible a trip home to see the “folks.” 
Each seasonal vacation had its special appeal, 
but none was as strong as the spring vacation. 
Those Yale students certainly were promising 
themselves a heap of fun for every day they were 
to be away. They paired off in twos in the chair 
car, and then finally all seven congregated at one 
end of the car, two in seats, four on the seat arms 
and one standing. Conversation was not audible 
to us, but above the rumble of the train “‘Spring- 
time in the Rockies” could be heard. It was 
good, too. They sang many songs but they start- 
ed with ‘‘Springtime”’ and ended with it. 

Naturally, this scene brought back many fond 
remembrances. Wesat there for hours seemingly, 
back again a fifth of a century when we were in 
college. But as we gazed out the window we 
could not evade the thought that has been so close 
to every dairyman these past months. Sure, it 
is “‘Springtime in the Rockies’”’ and every place 
else, with the possible exception of Peterboro, 
New Hampshire, where the blanket of snow still 
hides the fields. Farmers, dairy farmers, and all 
agricultural people have had much thinking and 
planning to do this spring. What of the coming 
year? We wish we knew! Before long most 
of the available agricultural land will be under a 
new crop, planted with the hopes of the planter 
high, and we fear with his expectations somewhat 
lower than for some seasons past. 

We marvel at the eternal faith of our agricul- 
tural people. The prayer of the blind plowman 
comes to mind, ‘‘ Place my hand upon the plow, 
my feet upon the sod, turn my face toward the 
East, and praise be to God.’’ Man has no closer 
communion than in the furrow, among growing 
crops, or in some environment which places about 
him the wonders of growing things. Each farmer 
husbands his facilities for his particular activity 
in agriculture from fall until spring with that 
eternal urge for those precious days in the fields 
and pastures. What a pity his great faith is so 
often fed only with “It may be better another 
year.”’ But as a class, each springtime finds the 
farmer with his inherent urge and renewed faith. 
Would a picture of the future really serve to alter- 
nate any part of his rather general disappointment 
the past few years? We doubt greatly if it would. 
It is well, however, to bear in mind that con- 
sumption of dairy products follows the trend of 
the national payroll. When many people are 
working at satisfactory wages there is much more 
possibility of dairying being profitable than under 
present receding business conditions. The Amer- 


ican dairyman finds himself with twenty-three 
and a half million dairy cattle that are producing 
more per cow than ever in the history of the in- 
dustry. This would be of little embarrassment 
if payrolls were turning upward. Dairy prices 
are low because of low consumption and not be- 
cause of over production. The per capita con- 
sumption of dairy products is not as high as it 
should be in the United States. 

Even with the present payroll levels and pres- 
ent costs of production some economists main- 
tain that profits in dairying would be satisfactory 
if certain factors were eliminated. They admit 
acute conditions in the industry but maintain they 
are local. We, of course, discuss the national and 
not the local problem. 

The marginal producer, of course, comes in for 
his usual burden of criticism. If the present 
marginal producer was eliminated there would 
be another in his place. Just as the “average 
dairyman” is always with us so is the marginal 
producer. 

One of the disturbing factors, however, is the 
“in and out” dairyman. Where is he? He is 
found wherever failure in any crop other than 
milk is found. When the cotton crop fails the 
plantation people milk cows; when the corn crop 
fails the corn farmer milks cows and so even to 
the fruit grower. Here lies no great difficulty as 
the cows they milk must be dairy cattle, however 
there are 9,000,000 beef cows that can be milked 
and when these are brought into the production 
of dairy products instead of feeding beef calves, 
there is a factor for consideration that is lasting 
in its effect. Each time beef growers turn to 
milking their cattle for relief a larger percentage 
remain in the industry. Emergency dairying 
gradually becomes a part of the farm program 
and here is where the dairyman will find his com- 
petition. We recognize the factors of unemploy- 
ment, transportation, drought, imports, the need 
for increased consumption, etc., but if all factors 
were controlled it would be but a short time be- 
fore we would face the fact that there has been a 
great increase in dairymen. 

““Get dairy cattle, or better milk cows”’ is the 
first advice given to any stricken area. It is the 
first project any financial group will back with 
loans. 
many farmers who have been financially weak, 
and have saved the North, South, East and West 
sometime in the history of each. This, in turn, 
has been of profit to dairy sections temporarily, 
and as time goes on the reoccurrence of recession 
in certain activities drives home the stability of 
having a dairy on any kind of a farm. Thus, 
the older dairy sections are finding the newer

A New World Champion In GGG - 


Waldorf’s Nancy’s Natalie 246256, A. R. 27152 


B* producing 11266.3 pounds of 
milk and 600.8 pounds of butter 
fat, Waldorf’s Nancy’s Natalie 
246256 becomes the world champion 
in class GGG. She was bred and is 
owned by Oscar F. Kinney, Waldorf 
Farms, North Chatham, New York. 
The average daily milk produc- 
tion of ‘“‘ Natalie” was thirty-seven 
pounds, the average monthly fat pro- 
duction being over sixty pounds. 
There were only eight 
days in which she gave 
less than thirty pounds of 
milk and only ninety in 
which she gave more than 
forty pounds. She was so 
persistent that her pro- 
duction during the last 
months of her test was 
even greater than the first 
months, and it was above 
the average for the ten 
months she was on test. 
Her ration of grain 
consisted entirely of a 
special dairy feed, a six- 
teen per cent protein 
feed containing no gluten 
or cottonseed meal. She 
consumed 4175 pounds, 
or an average of thirteen 
and one-half pounds 
daily while on test. In addition to 
this she ate six pounds of dried beet 
pulp and ten pounds of corn silage 
daily, with all the home grown sec- 
ond cutting alfalfa hay she cared for. 
In October she weighed 1,150 
pounds, when in just fairly good 
condition, and she had not varied 
much up to the end of her record. 
This is the fifth world record in 
the triple letter classes to be com- 
pleted at the Waldorf Farms since 
February, 1926. In September, 
1926, Waldorf’s Nancy 156967, the 
dam of “Natalie” made a world 
record in class GGG by producing 
9572.3 pounds of milk and 516.5 
pounds of butter fat, which at that 


time was sixty-four pounds more 
than the highest producing cow in 
the class. The dam of Waldorf’s 
Nancy 156967, Waldorf’s Mina 
96906, also made a world record in 
September, 1927, by producing 
14135.8 pounds of milk and 672.4 
pounds of butter fat in class AAA. 
She is a daughter of Dottie of Wal- 
dorf Farm 67134, that was sired by 
Yeoman’s King of the May 17053. 


Waldorf’s Nancy’s Natalie 246256 


“‘Natalie’” was sired by Lang- 
water Governor of Carteret 79617, 
a son of Langwater Warrior 26509, 
the sire of thirty-five Advanced 
Register daughters and forty-two 
Advanced Register sons. Lang- 
water Governor of Carteret 79617, 
the present senior sire, is also the 
sire of Waldorf’s Mina’s Pilgrim 
141154, the first prize bull calf at 
the New York State Fair in 1928, 
and Waldorf Bettina 256747, first 
prize junior yearling at the Eastern 
States Exposition in 1929 and first 
prize two’ year old at the Toronto 
Exposition in 1930. The maternal 
grandsire of ‘Natalie’ was Wye- 
brook Ultra Lad 57638, the sire of 


six Advanced Register - daughters 
and two Advanced Register sons. 

The four generations, Dottie of 
Waldorf Farm 67234, Waldorf’s 
Mina 96906, Waldorf’s Nancy 
156967 and Waldorf’s Nancy’s 
Natalie 246256, were all bred and 
raised at Waldorf Farms, and the 
three latter animals are still at the 
farms. It may be interesting to know 
that the three generations, Waldorf’s 
Mina 96906, Waldorf’s 
Nancy 156967 and Wal- 
dorf’s Nancy’s Natalie 
246256, all making world 
records in their respective 
classes during the last four 
years, are the only group 
of three generations to 
make world records on 
the farm where they 
were bred and raised 
and only one other group 
of three generations ever 
made world records in 
the Guernsey breed. 
Waldorf Farms now 
have five daughters, 
eleven granddaughters, 
three great granddaugh- 
ters and three grandsons 
of Waldorf’s Mina 96906. 

In the study of Guern- 
sey world champions published on 
December 15 of last year, Waldorf’s 
Mina 96906 and her daughter, Wal- 
dorf’s Nancy 156967, were among 
the few combinations of daughters 
and dams holding world records. 
This present record of “Natalie” 
places the three generations with 
only one other such combination, 
that of La Noce of Riverside Farm 
36284, that held the record in class 
AA, with her daughter, La Noce’s 
May Rose 91329, that had the honor 
of holding the class D record for six 
years, and her daughter, Atamannsit 
La Noce 162411, that still retains 
that record.

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Breeder Practice Placed On Trial 


A Mock Case Before the Wisconsin Breeders 


JUDGE: This court will now be in 
order. The clerk will call the first 
case on the docket. 

CLERK: The case of the Wiscon- 
sin Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion, plaintiff, vs. William Fisher, 
defendant. 

JUDGE: Let the bailiff bring in 
the defendant, William Fisher, and 
read the indictment. 

CLERK: It is charged in this ac- 
tion that one William Fisher of 
Wauwatosa, Wisconsin, a Guernsey 
breeder of hitherto good repute, did 
during the month of September, 
1922, knowingly, willfully and with 
cupidity aforethought, sell to Mike 
Boese, a representative Guernsey 
dairyman of Jefferson County, in 
the same state, to wit: A certain 
registered Guernsey bull calf known 
as Prince Prosperity: 56232. That 
the-dam of this bull calf had no Ad- 
vanced Register record. 

It is further charged that this 
nefarious act constitutes an offense 
against the peace, harmony, repu- 
tation and dignity of the Wisconsin 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association in 
annual meeting assembled and that 
the defendant in this action, the 
aforesaid William Fisher, ought to 
suffer the due penalty made and 
provided by law as a punishment for 
his crime and that others less so- 
phisticated may be deterred from 
following his unworthy example. 
Devised and concocted by authority 
of this high court on or about this 
thirteenth day of January, 1931.

A. Well, in most cases it is the 
only basis a man, not well acquaint- 
ed with the herd from which he is 
buying, has for judging the probable 
transmitting ability of a young un- 
tried bull. 

Q. We hear there is a surplus of 
dairy bulls. That is true, isn’t it? 

A. No. Notexactly. Thereare 


too many bulls, but too few good 
ones. 


Q. I hear that in some sections 
dairymen are getting their bulls 
from the stock yards and in others 
scallawag dealers are doing quite a 
business in distributing grade and 
scrub pure bred bulls among the 
farmers. How come? 


A. Well, of course, in some sec- 
tions, where calves are not raised, 
the calf has no value and a good bull 
is not necessary. In the others the 
farmers are not sold on the value 
of a good bull. They think it’s all 
boloney—this talk, I mean—not 
the bulls. 


Q. But malefactors like this pris- 
oner at the bar over here really 
don’t encourage this bad practice 
of using scrub bulls, do they?

—they say a strong back goes with a 
weak mind.

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these breeders have regular set 
prices and stick to them! 

Q. And you brought the bull 
home and were pretty well satisfied 
with him until when—? 

A. I joined a testing association 
and found that his daughters didn’t 
produce like their dams. 

Q. Will you identify this report, 
Exhibit “‘B,’’ Mr. Boese? Is that 
a correct report? A fair comparison? 

A. Yes. 

Q. What else made you dissatis- 
fied? Oh, you saw a report from a 
friend’s herd in which his herd sire 
showed just the reverse of yours. 
Will you identify this report, Ex- 
hibit “C”? And you discovered 
that his bull had an Advanced Reg- 
ister record while yours did not? 
Otherwise alike? 

Q. And now you want damages 
from the defendant, William Fisher? 

A. No, I should say not. I think 
I got damage enough already. 

Q. Oh, I see, it’s compensation 
you need. Restitution is hardly 
possible, is it? 

A. No. 

Q. How many cows are you milk- 
ing this year? 

A. Seventeen. 

Q. And how many were you milk- 
ing in 1922? 

A. Fifteen. 

Q. Why the two extra cows? 

A. I have to keep two more of 
such cows to get the same produc- 
tion I had before. 


Q. Aha! Now we begin to see 
that you have abundant grounds 
for this complaint. How much does 
it cost to feed a 300 pound cow for 
a* year? Seventy dollars? And 
that is, say, half the total cost? 
And that makes $140 a year, and 
you have to keep two extra cows— 
so you are out $280 a year through 
the fraud perpetrated upon you? 

Q. Is this a picture of ‘Prince 
Prosperity’? 

A. It looks like him. 
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Q. The defense will probably 
claim that no bull as good looking 
as that could ever be anything but 
good. How about it, Mr. Boese? 

A. One time I bought a mighty 
good looking suit of clothes to wear 
to a Fourth of July celebration. 
It rained that day, and I had to go 
home in a barrel. 


Examination of Mr. Cramer 


Q. Your name, please. 

A. A. J. Cramer. 

Q. What is your business, Mr. 
Cramer? 

A. Working in charge of dairy 
herd improvement associations in 
Wisconsin. 

Q. How long have you been thus 
engaged? 

A. Since 1919. 

Q. You are familiar with the 
records of a large number of Guern- 
sey herds in Wisconsin, both grades 
and pure breds, are you?

Q. What were those earlier fig- 
ures? 

A. Five thousand seven hundred 
sixty-eight pounds of milk, testing 
4.96 per cent, and 286.5 pounds of 
butter fat. 

Q. In 1928-29, Mr. Cramer, what 
was the average production of butter 
fat for all cows in our dairy herd 
improvement associations? 

A. Three hundred one and one- 
tenth pounds. 

Q. Then our last year’s average 
production by registered Guernseys 
is nearly ten pounds of butter fat 
above the average of all cows in our 
associations?

Q. Do you not think that our 
Guernsey breeders should feel proud 
of this accomplishment?

A. The owners of grade cows un- 
doubtedly cull out and dispose of 
their animals much more closely, 
while it appears the owners of reg- 
istered cows keep them largely be- 
cause they are registered pure breds. 

(Possible use of Iowa Bulletin No. 
261 as evidence—Experiment con- 
ducted by Iowa Experiment Sta- 
tion some years ago. The best 
production attained by a group of 
cows of scrub breeding, kept under 
good conditions and care and feed, 
was 5634 pounds of milk and 262 
pounds of butter fat in a year.)

Guernsey breed. Itis very humiliat- 
ing to our client on the one hand to 
be brought before you on such a das- 
tardly charge, and his first reaction 
to the indictment was to ignore it 
and plead guilty, but there was some 
question as to bond and when his 
good friend, George McKerrow, 
went his bondsman and Mr. Fisher 
explained the true particulars, his 
attorneys decided to fight the case 
for the broader question that is at 
issue and let Mr. Fisher sacrifice 
his immediate personal feelings. 

In order to understand this case 


we feel it would be well to go back 
eight or ten years to the winter of 
1920. At this time the defendant 
was conducting a dairy farm in Mil- 
waukee County, Wisconsin, and 
also retailing milk and cream in 
Wauwatosa. He was running the 
farm and bottling and delivering 
the product all with the help of his 
family, except an extra hand dur- 
ing the crop season. He had about 
twelve to fifteen pure bred Guern- 
sey milk cows and they were doing 
so well that in justice to them and 
his investment he figured he ought 
to put some official records on them. 
In the beginning of the year 1920 
he started testing as many cows as 
he could handle in a practical way 
without additional help. 


This meant from three to six cows 
on test and he continued for about 
a year and eight months. He dis- 
continued not for the reason that 
the results of his testing were not 
encourgaing and satisfactory, for 
they were of highest merit, one cow 
making over 800 pounds of butter 
fat, but he found that the work 
materially interfered with his milk 
business (not the labor, but the 
handling of the milk from the noon 
and late night milkings) and had 
caused complaint from his customers 
about the quality of his milk. 


Wants to Buy Bull 


= after he had stopped Ad- 
vanced Register work the com- 
plainant, Mr. Boese, stopped at our 
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client’s farm looking for a bull calf. 
They were unknown to each other 
and Mr. Fisher does not now recall 
how many bull calves he had on 
hand at that time, but is sure he had 
several and two of them were out 
of the cows he had recently com- 
pleted records on. One was out 
of the cow that made 811 pounds of 
butter fat. The back breeding of 
the pedigrees of Mr. Fisher’s ani- 
mals and type must have been most 
satisfactory to the complainant as 
he has not raised an issue regarding 
them. 


We will now show you the type of 
man Mr. Boese is and leave it to your 
judgment as to whether he was a 
poor misguided ignorant man and 
is entitled to more than the old legal 
axiom ‘‘caviat emptor”’ of let the 
buyer beware. Mr. Boese has been 
for years one of the best judges and 
selectors of livestock we have in the 
state of Wisconsin. The results of 
his sagacity have made themselves 
felt nationwide for many years 
through the showing of the Jeffer- 
son County calf club calves and 
the selection of these winning calves 
has been largely due to his keen and 
intelligent eye. This man, when 
at Mr. Fisher’s, made his own vol- 
untary selection. He could have 
purchased a bull out of an 811 
pound dam for $400, a very reason- 
able price at that time, but nothing 
was said of the use the bull was to 
be put to and it was probably for a 
grade herd or mostly grade and Mr. 
Fisher did not press the point of an 
Advanced Register dam, and the 
chances are that the calf Mr. Boese 
selected was outstandingly beauti- 
ful. 


Should Not Limit Registration 
Ow, the defense intends to prove 
that, first, the principle upon 
which this issue is based is contrary 
to the Constitution of the United 
States, and secondly, that it is un- 
sound as it would surely tend to 
work many evils that would be very 
detrimental to the Guernsey breed. 
If you find against our client,

prove the quality of the offspring, 
while if mated to first rate cows the 
result will generally be the produc- 
tion of winners at some of the great 
shows. Thus, when the show sea- 
son is over it is of very great inter- 
est to look through old catalogues 
and note how winners have been 
bred, and also which were the most 
successful sires. 


Pride of place as a_ successful 
show sire last season must go to 
Hindhead Robert 6th 5847, owned 
by Walter Dunkels, for this grand 
bull sired no less than five animals 
that obtained first or second prizes 
at the major exhibitions—a notable 
feat. Hindhead Robert 6th was 
born on April 12, 1925, and is by 
Lynchmere Lord Roberts 15th, an 
Advanced Register bull by Roberts’ 
Boy’s Sequel, A. R., and out of 
’ Citron 26th, A. R., while his dam is 
that great cow, Polly of the Isles 
of Goodnestone 3rd, A. R., whose 
sire was Rose Lad of Goodnestone, 
A. R., and whose dam was Polly of 
the Isles 10th, A. R. 


This is breeding enough to pro- 
duce winners and so it has proved, 
for Hindhead Robert 6th sired Fern- 
hill Robert 4th, second prize winner 
at the Royal, Fernhill Robert 5th, 
first prize winner at the Royal and 
Royal Counties, Fernhill Fleur, 


of Goodnestone 3163, by Itchen 
Rose Lad and out of Itchen Pearl 
8th. This bull has behind him a 
wonderful record for siring winners, 
and although 1930 did not see him 
topping the list, yet he did enough 
for fame. The chief winners sired 
by him last season were Fernhill 
Rose Lad, second prize and reserve 
championship winner at the Royal, 
and first prize winner and cham- 
pion at the Royal Counties; Fern- 
hill Rose Lad 3rd, first prize winner 


at Tunbridge Wells, second prize 
winner at the Royal Counties and 
third prize winner at the Royal; 
Wintergreen of Goodnestone 12th, 
first prize winner at Tring and re- 
serve champion at Tunbridge Wells. 

Fernhill Rose Lad, whose dam 
was another wonderful matron— 
Downe Fleur of Vimiera, A. R., by 
Valentine’s Honour of the Passee, 
A. R., and out of Flora 3rd of 
Vimiera, A. R.—was also a success- 
ful sire himself, for he sired Milton 
Rose Lad, first prize winner at Sus- 
sex, second prize winner at the 
Royal and second prize winner at 
the Royal Counties. 

The champion bull at the Royal 
was Clara’s Lad of King’s Mills 
6020, owned by the Misses Har- 
greaves. This bull was sired by 
May Rose Lad of the Spurs and 
was out of Clara’s Bounty of Maple 
Lodge. He has been doing a lot 
of show work and has been winning 
for some years, yet he has been 
equally successful as a sire. Mated 
to Rosey of Goodnestone 22nd, by 
Sequel’s Slogan 2nd, the offspring 
of the union was Rosey of Goodnes- 
tone 33rd, first in her class at the 
Royal and reserve female champion. 
He also sired Nazeing Violet 2nd, 
out of Downe Violet’s Pride 2nd 
(by Warbler’s Dream) that was 
second in the yearling classes at the 
Royal. 

If the writer is permitted to make 
the remark in connection with 
Guernseys in 1930, he would like 
to say that what struck him very

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GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ 


N this Island, where there are 
no cattle except Guernseys, 
there may be some excuse if we do 
not fully realize the tremendous 
competition our breed has to meet, 
not only from the other dairy breeds 
but also from the vast number of 
grade, or cross bred, cattle which 
constitute the bulk of the milk pro- 
ducing herds in Great Britain, 
America, and elsewhere, and among 
which are many excellent indi- 
viduals whose production under 
normal farming conditions surpasses 
that of most of the pure bred leaders 
whose tests have often been made 
at an uneconomical figure and under 
conditions where coddling and free- 
dom from carrying the calf have 
been too much in evidence—in fact, 
conditions which the average farmer 
could not possibly approve or main- 
tain. 

Elsewhere, however, breeders of 
Guernseys can surely not remain in 
ignorance of this competition. In 
addition to seeing representatives of 
other breeders, theirfarm journals are 
full of breed propaganda from which 
it is evident that most of the other 
dairy breed societies are fully aware 
of this competition and each is do- 
ing its utmost to make its breed 
more attractive to the dairyman. 


Milk Production Necessary 


We rank the Guernsey cow as a 
dairy animal, and the chief 
function of a dairy cow is to pro- 
duce milk, but it is essential that 
she produce it in such quantity as 
to leave a margin of profit over 
costs of production. In other words, 
the dairyman requires his cows to 
keep him—not the other way about! 

It has been proved over and over 
again that the highest yielding cow 
produces milk at a much lower cost 
per gallon than the low yielder, and 
as cutting production costs is so 
very necessary it is in the dairy- 
man’s interest to eliminate the lat- 
ter kind of female and maintain a 
high herd average; besides, he will 
be able to still further reduce his 
costs, as he will require fewer cows 
for a given production. 


Our Product Good 


UITE rightly we esteem our breed 
Q and its product, for it has been 
demonstrated that it can convert 
its food into milk at a lower cost 
than any other breed, besides, it 


has the invaluable asset of its high 
butter fat percentage being inher- 
ent. Its milk is second to none for 
flavor, richness and desirable color. 
Surely, then, a breed possessing 
these and other eminently desirable 
characteristics should forge ahead 
much more rapidly than it is doing. 
What is hindering its progress and 
rapid expansion? The answer is, 
undoubtedly “insufficient produc- 
tion,’”’ or too low a breed average. 


Most of our Advanced Register 
records appear at first glance to be 
fairly creditable, but when the con- 
ditions under which they were made 
are considered, their importance 
shrinks tremendously—selected 
cows fed and kept under ideal con- 
ditions, often regardless of cost, and 
too often the pastime of the well to 
do, vieing with each other for the 
honor of possessing the highest 
yielder. But, what of the ordinary, 
average Guernsey, which constitutes 
the major portion of most Guernsey 
herds? One can safely say that 
many of these are below par, as far 
as production is concerned, and that 
in the aggregate they form a dead- 
weight which seriously hinders the 
breed’s advancement. 


Where may we look for the cause 
of this undesirable state of affairs, 
and how may breeders cut adrift 
from this impediment and embark 
on a really constructive program of 
selective breeding in order to raise 
the breed average and thus help 
place the breed where it rightly de- 
serves to be, and soon would be were 
the problem courageously tackled? 


Pedigrees 


NE cause seems to lie in the craze 

for pedigree and in the belief that 
because an animal possessed a so 
called ‘‘good’’ pedigree it would 
therefore develop into a show ani- 
mal or a high producer, or both, and 
possess the capability of transmit- 
ting such characteristics to its off- 
spring. We know how frequently 
breeders of dairy cattle have been 
fooled over this. We have all seen 
the duds bought ‘‘on paper.” We 
have seen breeding programs set 
back for years by the use of the 
wrong bull, sometimes purchased at 
a high figure and with a pedigree as 
long as your arm. Also, it has now 
been proved that the generally ac- 
cepted principle of breed improve- 
ment—mating what have been

called ‘“‘the best” to ‘“‘the best’”’— 
is-unsound, gives indifferent results 
and therefore cannot achieve what 
we desire. 


Causes of Failure 


‘tog causes may be attributed 
to: 1, Our system of registra- 
tion, under which an animal may 
be registered as pure bred as long 
as its sire and dam are registered, 
and without any regard bei paid 
to the essential part which produc- 
tion should play in any soundly 
based Herd Book. (In this connec- 
tion it may be noted that in the 
near future a really progressive 
Breed Society will specify a mini- 
mum production as a requirement 
before full registration is granted.) 

2, Our Advanced “Register .sys- 
tem, for this has not led up to what 
one had hoped it would result in, 
namely, the elimination of low pro- 
ducers, and has, as far as the breed 
is concerned, completely overshad- 
owed the more important and more 
valuable system—the herd test— 
which would at least show up those 
females which were losing money 
for their owners, as well as provide 
the latter with the information so 
indispensable to correct feeding. 

3, The reluctance of owners to 
dispense with an indifferent animal, 
but of good pedigree, in the hope 
that it will eventually produce some- 
thing of merit, or at least be salable. 

I really believe that breeders are 
beginning to realize the fact that 
registration alone does not imply 
that the animal so registered will be 
either desirable or profitable, and 
that until something is done to in- 
sure that as far as possible a regis- 
tered animal will mean something 
really worth while, something capa- 
ble of leaving a profit in the hands 
of its owner, that vast body of po- 
tential customers—the dairymen— 
will continue to shun it and give 
preference to the grade. It has 
been well said that ‘‘the best pedi- 
gree animal should be the best com- 
mercial animal.” 


Uplifting the Breed 


No: what may be done to give 
our breed a real uplift and to 
raise its standard? The leading 
farm journals of Great Britain and 
America are insistent in stressing 
the necessity for raising the pro- 
duction of the individual female, 
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and the use of proved sires, and it is 
interesting to note how they remark 
on the scarcity of the latter. There 
is a universal demand for the rais- 
ing of breed averages, and efforts 
are being made by practically all 
breeds to achieve this, although, 
unfortunately, (perhaps fortunately 
for us) some of these efforts do not 
appear to be soundly based and can 
therefore result in little or mo ad- 
vance. 


What Others Are Doing 


ERE are a few instances. On 

this Island, no bull may be 
qualified for public service unless 
its dam is approved for conforma- 
tion and has produced twenty-five 
per cent more than her Advanced 
Register requirements. As the re- 
quirements for a mature cow are 
only 360 pounds of butter fat this 
standard is not particularly high. 
In fact, a mature cow yielding as 
little as 7200 pounds of five per cent 
milk, or even 6000 pounds of six 
per cent milk, may qualify for the 
Advanced Register, yet such an 
individual cannot possibly pay her 
way as her production is insuf- 
ficient. 

The ‘‘ Dairy Farmer,” the official 
publication of the English Guern- 
sey Cattle Society, says that on the 
mainland a cow yielding 7000 
pounds of milk per annum just 
about meets expenses (this figure 
is not arbitrary and must vary with 
management, location, etc.) so it is 
evident that on this Island with 
our higher priced land, labor and 
feed, a minimum of at least 9000 
pounds of milk should be aimed at. 
When we read that a goat weighing 
approximately 140 pounds has yield- 
ed 5050 pounds of milk in a year, 
while another has given over 16000 
pounds in four consecutive years, 
it would appear as if there is con- 
siderable room for improvement in 
the production of our cattle. 

The English Guernsey Cattle 
Society will not admit a bull to regis- 
tration unless he is out of an Ad- 
vanced Register dam and sired by 
a bull out of an Advanced Register 
dam. 

The Dairy Shorthorn Society has 
recently started a Register of Merit 
for bulls, the qualification for ad- 
mission being that a bull must have 
ten daughters, each of which has 
produced a minimum of 8000 pounds 
of milk in a year. 

The British-Friesian Society, in 
an endeavor to raise the breed’s 
standard of butter fat, has created 
a Supplementary Herd Book, in 
which only animals averaging four 
per cent butter fat are eligible for 
entry. 


GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ 


The American Jersey Cattle Club, 
in a manifesto issued to its members, 
published December 3, 1930, states: 
‘*Progressive breeders and thinking 
men realize that the greatest need 
of the pure bred Jersey industry is 
increased testing for production 
records. In the past too many 
owners of pure breds of all breeds 
have assumed that registration alone 
was a guarantee of superiority. 
Unfortunately, such is not the case. 
The qualification which makes pure 
bred breeding stock valuable is its 
ability to raise the milk and butter 
fat production of herds into which 
it is introduced. As long as pure 
bred production is higher than grade 
production we have little to fear, for 
pure breds will continue in favor and 
demand, but if the grade produc- 
tion reaches or excels the level of 
that of registered Jerseys, then 
what?” 


Testing Important 


— problem looming immedi- 
ately ahead is that we must, 
by constant testing and culling, 
develop a breed of such high and 
efficient producing ability that regis- 
tered Jerseys shall be permanently 
superior to all grade cattle. It is 
a real challenge but it is one which 
we must face. Furthermore, not 
only is more testing absolutely 
necessary if the breed is to achieve 
and maintain permanent superiori- 
ty, but testing is just as essential 
to the success of each individual 
herd. All of us are poor prophets, 
but in this case the ‘handwriting 
on the wall’ is legible and distinct. 
We must continue to improve the 
Jersey cow.” Does not this state- 
ment of facts also apply to our 
breed, and is it not just as necessary 
for us to put forth every effort 
towards real constructive breeding? 

The Devon breed is striving hard 
to get ahead and has recently had 
outstanding advertisement by rea- 
son of a Devon cow having created 
a world record by producing no less 
than four pounds and ten and one- 
half ounces of butter in one day, 
and this, too, while on exhibition 
at the Agricultural Hall, London. 

The Holstein Friesian Associa- 
tion of America, through its herd 
improvement test, has already can- 
celled nearly 1500 registration cer- 
tificates of females which failed to 
come up to the test requirements, 
or approximately eight per cent of 
the animals on test. 

One New York breeder of Guern- 
seys has had the courage to give the 
lead in surrendering the registra- 
tion certificate of a low producing 
cow. As far as our breed is con- 
cerned, therefore, we must give 
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credit to a member of the New York 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association for 
having shown the initiative. Is it 
too much to expect that other breed- 
ers will follow his example? By 
testing all heifers as they freshened 
we should soon be enabled to elimi- 
nate the duds, for if a heifer gets no 
setback after calving, remains 
healthy during her lactation, and 
still gives a poor yield, we may con- 
clude that she is unlikely to develop 
into a profitable animal. 


Selection Must be Made 


— the superintendent of the 
Advanced Register of the Amer- 
ican Holstein Friesian Association 
is quoted in an editorial from 
Hoard’s Dairyman, as saying, in 
part, in his annual report: ‘‘The 
greatest need of our industry is in- 
creased testing for production rec- 
ords. The importance of production 
records to our breed can scarcely be 
over estimated at this time. Regis- 
tration alone can never effect im- 
provement within the breed, for this 
method represents only pouring to- 
gether or fusing the blood lines of 
all degrees of producing ability into 
the one great herd. Improvement 
must be made by selection, and 
Advanced Register and Herd Im- 
provement tests must be the guide. 
Results obtained by progressive 
grade herd owners whose herds 
have been on test continuously over 
a period of years show that further 
progress depends upon the use 
of sires capable of transmitting 
superior production to their off- 
spring. The accomplishments of 
these local testing associations con- 
stitute a challenge to our breed to 
furnish them with sires capable of 
raising still higher the level of pro- 
duction in their herds, and we must 
accept the challenge. The demand 
for pure bred sires known to be 
capable of increasing production 
is increasing. Breeders are ready 
and willing to pay good prices for 
such sires. The supply is very 
limited. Why? Mainly because 
lack of production records as a basis 
for eliminating unfit animals for 
breeding purposes, and for purify- 
ing the transmitting powers of our 
best animals. The lack of testing 
for production in pure bred herds 
has been the chief reason why we 
are unable to supply the demand for 
sires of known breeding value.” 

The Ayrshire breed also recog- 
nizes the importance of production, 
and in some of its show classes both 
inspection (type) points and pro- 
duction tests are taken into account 
in making the awards.

Guernsey Club meeting. For three years past this 
club has given a pure bred Guernsey heifer calf as a 
prize to the champion boy or girl in 4-H club work in 
the state of Oregon for the year. 

Each summer the officers of the club have had to 
work to get the money with which to buy the calf. At 
the annual meeting H. B. Howell of Grants Pass said 
that if seven other breeders would agree to give a calf 
he would also give one, thus taking care of the program 
for eight years.

This state association and its members are to be 
congratulated upon responding so nobly to this call for 
service. It is such acts by Guernsey breeders that 
place the Guernsey breed well in the lead. 


Legislation on Dairy Products 


A RECENT bulletin has been published by the National 
Dairy Union at Washington, District of Columbia, 
showing a special legislation that has been in action by 
the various states on dairy products. Most of this is 
on the sale of oleomargarine and the summary shows 
action in the following states: 

Colorado. Bills provide for licensing of dealers, pro- 
hibiting sale of yellow oleomargarine, prohibiting arti- 
ficial flavoring, and a ten cent a pound tax. Hard 
fight by oleomargarine interests, long hearings just con- 
cluded. Bill will be amended in minor particulars. 
Stands good chance of enactment. 

Connecticut. Bill pending to forbid use of oleomar- 
garine in state institutions, will probably pass. Old 
law prohibits sale of yellow oleomargarine. 

Illinois. Bills pending prohibiting use of oleomar- 
garine in state institutions, licensing of dealers, and 
tax on oleomargarine. First named amended to per- 
mit use of twenty-five per cent substitutes, will prob- 
ably pass. Others in doubt. 

Indiana. Bill providing adequate definition, licens- 
ing of dealers and truthful advertising failed lacking 
one vote of constitutional majority.

dairy sections a competitor affecting either direct- 
ly or indirectly every branch of the industry as 
far as the producer is concerned. Quantity is 
an asset to the processor. It is the producer who 
feels the first tightening bands of surplus. 

Because of the probable lack of relief to the 
specialized or one crop farmer within the next 
growing season, together with the present low 
price of all cattle, there is little hope of a turn 
from dairying by the ‘in and out” producer 
within the next few years. The emergency dairy- 
man does not figure costs, he is interested in get- 
ting cash from some available source. He can 
always sell dairy products and he will give little 
consideration to costs if feed is available. 

The dairyman, and especially the pure bred 
breeder, has but one course to follow. His herd 
must be placed on a higher production basis. - He 
must breed cattle with more assurance of the re- 
sults for equal or higher production in the young 
things coming into the herd. He must cull more 
closely. When the culling empties a stall it must 
be filled with a profitable producer. There is no 
wisdom in reducing the herd for the dairyman with 
pure breds. He needs gross production more 
with low prices than with high. His clientele 
will demand more assurance in the inherent ability 
for good production in the cattle he buys. 

Dairying in the United States is approaching 
world level prices. Our dairymen are nearing 


competition with dairymen the world over, just 
as our wheat growers have been. The solution 
lies in making the unit dairy profitable to the 
operator. It is a task seemingly difficult, and 
probably to some it is impossible. Possibly to 
some all of this line of reasoning is in error. To 
some this page will bring thought of criticism for 
the lack of encouragement for the immediate 
future. We have studied and thought many 
hours and these are but a few of the conclusions. 
We would not discourage anything unless it be 
the making available of more agricultural land. 
Our population has increased greatly in the past 
decade. It will increase in the next. The mar- 
kets are there and will pay a profit to the dairy- 
man who solves his local problem. 

We have lived too long to look for solution in 
controling national production or to expect pro- 
ducers’ organizations to be able to control the 
size of any local milk shed. The solution is be- 
yond legislation directly. It lies within the cre- 
ative and efficient ability of the individual. Our 
breeders do not fear the task, they are thrilled 
with the opportunity they have to forge ahead 
of the rank and file. Their faith is no less; their 
urge is as pressing as ever. They will keep their 
“‘hands upon the plow, their feet upon the sod, 
and their faces to the East.” It is springtime 
not only in the Rockies, but everywhere, and it is 
springtime for pure bred breeders.

lagen day in which we live is one of 
accomplishment and _ record 
making. Surely the members of 
the Ohio Guernsey Breeders’ Asso- 
ciation showed a_ tremendous 
amount of interest and made a real 
record when, on March 13, coming 
from all parts of the state, fifty 
persons were in their seats at ex- 
actly the hour appointed for the 
opening of the annual meeting. One 
hundred thirty persons ate lunch 
together and 145 were present at 
the afternoon session. 

During the morning session, over 
which A. M. McConnell presided, 
the usual routine business was 
transacted. Most of the time, how- 
ever, was devoted to the discussion 
of project work and the election of 
directors. The board consists of 
nine members, three of whom are 
elected each year for a three year 
period. The following four men 
were nominated: C. E. Loker, Ger- 
mantown, president of the Miami 
Valley Guernsey Breeders’ Associa- 
tion; Barnett Graham, Leetonia, 
an officer of the Columbia-Mahon- 
ing Guernsey Breeders’ Association; 
Walter Lemley, Fredericktown, an 
officer of the Knox County Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association, and Chester 
C. Bolton of Cleveland, who for the 
past eight years has been president 
of the state association. Mr. Bol- 
ton and Mr. Loker were reelected to 
succeed themselves and Mr. Lem- 
ley was elected to succeed Frank 
S. Harmon, deceased. During the 
noon hour the directors met for a 
brief session and reelected Chester 
C. Bolton as president, N. H. Hill, 
Chagrin Falls, vice president, and 
Ivan Steiner, Wooster, secretary- 
treasurer. 


Bull Swapping Project 


A RATHER unique project, the first 
of its kind to be undertaken by a 
dairy breed association in Ohio, was 
adopted. It has both educational 
and financial possibilities. Working 
with county agricultural agents and 
local Guernsey groups, the associa- 
tion will offer to trade pure bred 
bulls from three to six months of age 
for scrub, grade or unregistered 
bulls. The pure bred calves are 
to be selected animals, such as 
should breed higher production into 
the herds in which they go. The 
Guernsey breeders of the state are 
to be asked to donate the bull calves. 


When trades are made and the 
grade bulls are sent to slaughter 
the receipts are to go to the state 
association to help finance its ex- 
tension or educational work, which 
is the association’s advertising for 
the breed, and from which there is 
never a direct income. 

Directors Ivan Steiner and John 
V. Hang made an appeal for an in- 
creased membership in order that 
the association be made more effec- 
tive. Both men pointed out the 
fact that because of changed busi- 
ness conditions the association’s in- 
come from cattle sales was one-half 
as much in 1930 asin 1929. Twelve 
hundred men in the state receive 
the News-Bulletin and but 170 of 
these men are association members. 
By a unanimous vote the directors 
were granted the privilege of asking 
each breeder who is now a member 
to secure another member for 1931. 


For Abortion Free Herds 
Eppes acne approval was given 


to the state’s plan for accred- 
iting herds as abortion free. The 
field secretary is to work in coopera- 
tion with the locals to induce 
Guernsey breeders to sign agree- 
ments with the state and to begin 
working for an accredited herd num- 
ber. The work is to be made into 
a definite project and in all proba- 
bility the number of breeders by 
counties will be reported at the next 
annual meeting. 


Ohio Dairy Legislation 

OHN V. HANG presided at the 

afternoon session. Mr. Hang 
is director of the Ohio Dairymen’s 
Association, who received his nomi- 
nation to that position by the Ohio 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association. In 
that capacity he took opportunity 
to tell about the bilis before the 
Ohio Legislature which are spon- 
sored by the dairymen’s associa- 
tion, the Galehouse bill prohibiting 
yellow oleomargarine in Ohio being 
one of them. This bill had passed 
the house and had been reported out 
of the agricultural committee of 
the senate, he said, and prospects 
point toward its passage by the 
senate. He told of the Gault bill 
which will make testing for tuber- 
culosis simpler and less expensive 
by eliminating petitions once a 
county is accredited. This bill, 
Mr. Hang said, has but to be acted 


upon by the senate before becoming 
a law. 

L. L. Rummell, as secretary of the 
dairymen’s association’s legislative 
committee, has untiringly worked 
for these measures, Mr. Hang said. 
In a recent “‘call to arms,’ by Mr. 
Rummell, there have been added 
150 new members to the association. 
In his final statement Mr. Hang 
said: ‘‘The dairymen’s association 
needs the prestige of your name and 
the weight of the additional num- 
bers which your membership will 
give. Our own field secretary is also 
secretary of the united dairy group. 
Membership is but one dollar—hand 
it to him.”’ 


A Trip to Guernsey 


DWIN E. Heizer of the Ohio State 

University was the speaker of 
the afternoon. Mr. Heizer spent 
several weeks on the Island of 
Guernsey last summer and he se- 
cured a reel of moving pictures and 
many still pictures with which he 
entertained and instructed his audi- 
ence. He says that nowhere in his 
travels has he found a better method 
of breeding to combine type and 
production than that employed on 
the Island. 

While the chief income of the 
Island farmers is from tomatoes, 
and other crops grown under glass, 
their interest in their cattle seems 
to be the delight of their lives, Mr. 
Heizer said. The cows on each 
little farm are invariably descended 
from one cow, close selection having 
been practiced for years. No bulls 
are registered except those whose 
dams score eighty per cent or above, 
with much emphasis on udder de- 
velopment and no bull is registered 
unless his dam has produced at 
least twenty-five per cent above 
requirements. 

The motion pictures showed the 
Whitsuntide Guernsey show from 
beginning to end. At this show 
there were 400 animals and they 
were all shown at once by commit- 
tees totaling thirty or more men. 
In the afternoon the trophies (no 
money) were awarded, after which 
the cattle were paraded in the order 
of their placings.

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Guernsey Herd Wins Honors 
))DWARD Phillips of Cape May, 

4 Cape May County, New Jer- 
sey, is the owner of the herd that 
made the highest average among 
348 herds in the fifteen dairy herd 
improvement associations in the 
state for 1930. This herd of fifteen 
pure breds has averaged over 400 
pounds of butter fat during the past 
four years on twice a day milking. 
The average for this past year was

fat, or an increase of 24.5 per cent 
for the daughters. Mr. Phillips 
attributes the recent achievements 
of his herd to this sire. He was 
purchased for seventeen dollars at 
eight months of age at an auction 
sale. Asa calf he had been secured 


for fifty dollars, but he was in a run- 
down condition at the time he was 
resold. Mr. Phillips knew that he 
was out of an exceptionally high 
producing two year old and pos-

10266 pounds of milk and 490.5 
pounds of butter fat. 

A study of Mr. Phillips’ practices 
is illuminating. His herd of reg- 
istered Guernseys is an inspiration 
to anyone interested in dairy cows. 
Mr. Phillips’ father was in the milk 
producing business for forty years. 
The blood in the herd traces back 
to some of the famous old Glen- 
wood breeding that has been pop- 
ular for twenty-five years. 

All cows in the herd were raised 
and developed on the farm. The 
herd has been under state and fed- 
eral supervision for tuberculosis for 
a number of years and it was given 
a blood test in August, 1929. 

Mr. Phillips feeds a grain ration 
at the rate of one pound of grain to 
three or three and one-half pounds 


of milk. Hay, silage and grain are’ 


fed twice daily and sometimes beet 
pulp is given once a day. The pas- 
ture on the farm is scarce because 
most of the land not in hay and 
silage is used for growing vegetables. 
Some green feed, such as corn or 
clover, is cut and fed as a supple- 
ment during the late spring months. 

For several years Mr. Phillips has 
used bulls that have proved them- 
selves able to transmit high pro- 
duction ability. One of these, Blan- 
chette’s Admiral of Colson Farm 
78430, has six daughters that are 
producing 12156 pounds of milk 
and 595 pounds of butter fat. The 
average mature or mature equiva- 
lent for their dams was 9761 pounds 
of milk and 463 pounds of butter 


sessed the blood of noted ancestors 
close up in his pedigree, so he bought 
and developed him. Then a mis- 
take was made. Mr. Phillips sold 
this bull when he was five years of 
age and shortly after parting with 
him a number of his daughters 
freshened, giving forty pounds a 
day as two year olds on twice a day 
milking. An unsuccessful attempt 
was made to repurchase him. 

This is a typical example of what 
is happening in herds throughout the 
country. A bull is used for two or

out a bit.” Of course, the phrase 
“try out” presupposes waiting— 
keeping the sire—until the results 
can be noted. 


Mr. Phillips states that one of the 
biggest satisfactions he has derived 
from his dairy work and the records 
recently made is that he raised and 
developed all of the animals him- 
self. The cows in his herd are well 
grown as young stock and develop 
into large cows.

An Institution Herd That Pays 


NION College at College View, 

Lincoln, Nebraska, has main- 
tained a dairy for more than twenty 
years to supply its students, bakery 
and faculty. Until four years ago 
the herd was of the breed then 
dominant in Nebraska. In fact, 
the old herd was considered one of 
the good herds in the state. Four 
years ago, under the able direction 
of Farm Superintendent J. E. Stout, 
Guernseys were introduced. The 
herd is now entirely of grade and 
registered Guernseys. 

Two years ago in the Lancaster 
Dairy Herd Improvement Associa- 
tion the herd averaged 306 pounds 
of butter fat for the twenty-two 
head. Last year thirty-three head, 
of which ten were first calf heifers, 
averaged 347 pounds of butter fat. 
The milk is sold from the dairy room 
at Union College at ten cents a 
quart—cash on the counter. The 
customers come and get it. The 
dairy room is open an hour and a 
half in the morning and an hour and 
a half in the afternoon. 

We visited Superintendent Stout 
the day after he turned in his ac- 
counts for last year. He was de- 
lighted to have been able to report 
a substantial profit for the second 
time in the history of the herd, the 
second year in succession. He says: 
““We have found out from hard 
knocks and experience that the man 
who feeds and takes care of his 
cows wins out. Regularity is an- 
other important factor. We can’t 
get enough of this Guernsey milk to 
satisfy our customers.” 

Union College has recently se- 
cured one of the bull calves from 
Emmadine Farm which was brought 
to Nebraska under the cooperative

English Breeders Busy 


§ gen following extracts from an 
article in The Farmer. and 
Stockbreeder of December 29, 1930, 
show that a large proportion of 
members of the English Jersey Cat- 
tle Society recognize that all is not 
as it might be with its breed. The 
circular referred to, in conjunction 
with the manifesto from the Amer- 
ican Jersey Cattle Club previously 
quoted, should result in a strong 
forward movement on both sides of 
the Atlantic. A prominent mem- 
ber of the English Jersey Cattle 
Society, who claims to have the 
backing of a large number of breed- 
ers, has circularized members in- 
viting them to make suggestions 
for the reform of the society. Re- 
gret is expressed at the downward 
tendency in the prosperity of the 
society, and the lack of an active 
policy or propaganda in the general 
interest of breeders and of the breed. 

There has been discontent for 
some time, principally because the 
Jersey, unlike some other dairy 
breeds, has not increased in popu- 
larity among dairy farmers, as dis- 
tinct from gentlemen farmers. In 
other words, the commercial possi- 
bilities of the breed have never been 
exploited. ‘“‘In both the Jerseys 
and Guernseys we have breeds well 
suited for commercial herds, but 
neither Society has adopted the 
only policy likely to attract what

are, after all is said and done, the 
backbone of any society—the com- 


mercial breeders. If reform is in 
the air, both societies might well 
forget tradition and go ahead on 
modern lines. In these days breed 
societies must adopt modern ideas. 
To be tied hand and foot by tradi- 
tion is a deterrent to progress. If 
societies such as the Jersey, Guern- 
sey, and for that matter the Short- 
horn also, could forget the past and 
start out on the same progressive 
lines as have put the Friesian in its 
present position, they could, with- 
out much difficulty, be of greater 
help to agriculture.” 

It would seem from the foregoing 
that the matter of increased indi- 
vidual production is preeminent 
among all the others which concern 
breeders, and as it is a matter of 
paramount importance to us that 
our breed be well ahead in the race 
for supremacy in the dairy world, 
we should be prepared to give the 
fullest consideration to any pro- 
posals brought forward which claim 
to contribute to that end. 


A Sire the Big Problem 


HE choice of a sire is one of the 

breeder’s greatest problems, es- 
pecially in the case of one having 
either a few high yielding females 
er a reasonably high herd average. 
On this Island, although we have an 
extensive choice of bulls, it is only 
by sheer good luck that a 1200 
gallon cow can be mated so that her 
progeny will at least equal her in 
production.

The reason for this is that the 
majority of our bulls are too young 
to have been proved, and in the case 
of the very few old bulls it is prac- 
tically impossible to compute their 
values as sires of good yielders, for 
testing is carried out on such a 
limited scale that records of only a 
few of the dams and a small propor- 
tion of daughters become available 
—the result being that many a sire 
has been disposed of before his 
value was known. Much more 
testing must be done here before 
any constructive breeding can be 
carried out, for without this we are 
working in the dark and on the hit 
or miss principle, which really means 
going backward instead of forward. 

But, let the test be a real test, 
that is, one carried on under normal 
farming conditions, for if cows can- 
not yield enough to pay their way 
under such conditions they cannot 
be worth much, even though regis- 
tered. 


As far as I am aware, only one 
breeder of Guernseys has tackled 
the proved sire problem right from 
its very foundation. Any breeder 
who has not yet read the Mount 
Hope pamphlets will be well ad- 
vised to do so, as they contain facts 
which are bound to make him think 
and consider whether all is right 
with our breed and whether there 
is not a great opportunity presented 
to us to get together and give our 
breed the greatest forward move- 
ment it has ever had—a move that 
others will not -be slow to copy— 


but, ‘“‘Success is being in time,” and 
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the first breed to adopt measures 
which lead to higher production 
will win. 
Visits Mount Hope 
AST September I had the pleasure 
4 


of visiting several Guernsey ” 


herds in America, including the one 
at Mount Hope, where I investigat- 
ed the merits of the “Bull Index 
System” which is based on the sci- 
ence of genetics and which has been 
evolved there as a result of their 
having recognized the importance 
of proved sires and the need for a 
reliable means of comparing their 
worth. The extent of the investi- 
gations carried on, and the mass of 
data already collected, and being 
collected, were amazing, and re- 
vealed how thoroughly and exten- 
sively the various inquiries and re- 
searches are prosecuted. In fact, 
this farm, with its exceedingly able, 
efficient and loyal staff, is really 
carrying on pioneer research work 
on the many problems (especially 
those connected with breeding) 
which baffle and handicap farmers 
in general. 


Tests for Color 
rPHE milk is tested for color, twice 
monthly, and although this 
work has not been carried on ve 


long, nevertheless the figures col-» 


lected suggest that milk from dark 
nosed or brindled Guernseys is of 
higher color than that from the 
others. Here on the Island we are 
doing our best to breed out cattle 
with such disqualifications. Our 
sole reason for doing this is that the 
present fashion dictates that our 
cattle must have clear muzzles and 
be free from brindle or black else- 
where. 

Again, their investigations have 
revealed that there is no relation 
between the color of the pigment in 
the skin (termed on this Island as 
quality) and the color of the milk 
and butter. We allot no less than 
twenty per cent of our total score 
.card points to quality, and award 
one of the chief prizes, the American 
trophy, at our society’s Whitsun 
Show, to the bull showing the great- 
est amount of quality (dairy con- 
formation also considered). 

These observations must surely 
cause us to consider whether we are 
working on the right lines, and 
whether these matters hitherto 
thought to be of great importance 
merit the attention they have al- 
ways had. 


Checking the Bull 
ERHAPS the most _ interesting 
feature of the visit was an 

examination of the records of hun- 


1} 
/ daughters’ 
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dreds of Guernsey bulls, taken from 
the test figures published in the 
GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ JOURNAL. As 
each newly entered female appears, 
her sire’s name and number are pub- 
lished beneath her first month’s 
figures, and this information, to- 
gether with the official tests of all 
other daughters of that sire, is gath- 
ered by the staff at Mount Hope as 
and when published. (I may men- 
tion that in going over the volumes 
it was noticeable that a goodly per- 
centage of females had failed to 
complete the test, but whether due 
to sickness, change of ownership, or 
other cause, it was not possible to 
discover.) 


The reason for requiring this data 
is to ascertain what sort of producers 
the various bulls sire, and to make a 
fair comparison the tests, except 
those made at mature age, are cal- 
culated at the ‘‘ mature equivalent,”’ 
which means approximately that a 
two to two and a half year old yield- 
ing 10000 pounds of milk is assumed 
to be equal to producing about 
15000 pounds of milk at maturity. 
However, it is obvious that the bull 
alone cannot be considered, for the 
dams to which he is mated must be 
taken into account, for they also 
influence the productive capacity 
of their daughters, and for this 
reason no fair comparison can be 
‘made between two bulls on their 
production alone, for 
one might have sired 10000 pound 
daughters but out of 9000 pound 
dams, whereas the other’s daughters 
might have given only 9000 pounds 
although out of 10000 pound dams. 
Here one bull has increased pro- 
duction and the other lowered it, 
although at first sight, with only 
1000 pounds difference, both would 
appear of about equal value as sires. 


The method of computing the 
index is fully explained in the 
Mount Hope pamphlet ‘Selecting 
‘a Herd Sire,’”’ and a fairly reliable 
index may be had from the produc- 
tion of six unselected daughters and 
their dams, but for an accurate in- 
dex the production records of ten 
unselected daughters, plus that of 
their dams, should be used. 


Island Bulls 


6 ie writer naturally inquired for 
the indices of several well known 
bulls, most of which have gained 
prizes here and have been exported 
to the United States of America 
during the past few years, such as 
Imp. Honoria’s Sequel Slogan 
126459, Imp. Sailor Lad V. of the 
Fontaines 123257, Imp. Primrose’s 
Butterfat 104967, Imp. Betsey’s 
Rex of Ponchez 133484, Imp. Echo 
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of Myrtle Place 141225, Imp. Bick- 
leigh Noble III. 135932, Imp. Val- 
entine’s Souvenir 126458, etc., but 
found these were not available be- 
cause although the production rec- 
ords of many of their daughters were 
listed, a number of the daughters’ 
dams had not been tested, therefore 
comparisons were not possible and 
the indices could not be computed. 
That of one Island bred bull, Gov- 
ernor III. of Les Grantes R. G. A. S. 
4089 P. S., had, however, been cal- 
culated on eight dam-daughter 
pairs, the index revealing the fact 
that the influence this bull was con- 
sidered capable of exerting on the 
production of his daughters was no 
less than 16154 pounds of milk, 
testing 5.31 per cent butter fat, 
and 858 pounds of butter fat. 


These figures would seem to 
demonstrate to us that this bull 
stood in a very high category, and 
that the owner of a herd possessing 
a high herd average could have 
used him with the assurance that 
such average would be maintained 
or even increased. This is in direct 
contrast to a very well known bull, 
purchased for 4000 pounds ($19,440) 
to go into a leading American herd, 
whose index computed on sixteen 
pairs is only 10677 pounds of milk 
and 561 pounds of butter fat— 
rather a forlorn hope if the owner 
sought increased production! It is 
safe to say that not more than five 
per cent of bulls have an index of 
over 12000 pounds of milk. Does 
this not show the urgent need for 
proved sires? 


Proved Sire Associations 


N several farms the writer saw 

a number of excellent young 
bulls out of good cows and apparent- 
ly fit to go into almost any herd, 
but inquiry elicited the fact that 
they were a drug on the market, 
the reason being that breeders are 
more and more reluctant to pur- 
chase young bulls, demanding, in- 
stead, bulls which have furnished 
proof of their ability to sire high 
producing daughters. Proved sire 
associations are being formed rapid- 
ly in different sections of the United 
States, but it is the dairymen who 
have shown the initiative. This 
movement will ere long be begun in 
Great Britain. Will it be inaugu- 
rated by the dairymen, or will the 
pure breds lead the way, and why 
should not the Guernsey breed head 
the movement? There is every argu- 
ment in favor of its doing so, and 
none whatever against. 


We do not need to fear that by 
increasing the production of the 
Guernsey we may incur the risk of 


. 
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lowering the percentage of its butter 
fat, for an examination of the aver- 
age yields of the seventy class 
leaders in each of the several divi- 
sions of THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB’s tests indicates that 
high butter fat percentage is not 
inconsistent with high milk pro- 
duction. This fact is also substanti- 
ated by our own Advanced Register 
test results. 


Milk Butter Fat

Roll of Honor 14733 pounds 5.33% 
Farmers’ Division 10851 pounds 5.24% 


It is more than likely that the 
situation in the poultry world, 
where breeds not developed on pro- 
duction lines have been left in the 
background during the past few 
years, indicates that something 
similar may happen among our 
dairy breeds in the future. In fact, 
it has already begun, for we know 
of one breed in which type and con- 
formation have been for years and 
years the main consideration in 
breeding, but whose popularity is 
now waning, as many of the indi- 
viduals lack the size and stamina 
necessary for high production. An- 
other well known breed has seen 
fit to aim at developing production 
primarily, with the result that it 
now ranks as the most popular and 
progressive dairy breed. 


Type and Production 


S it in our interests or those of our 

breed to lay so much stress on 
the importance of type and con- 
formation? If there is any corre- 
lation between type and production 
surely the females of the most ap- 
proved show type would invariably 
be the highest producers, but we 
know that this is not the case. By 
paying undue attention to type we 
cannot help but handicap ourselves 
very seriously in breeding for pro- 
duction. 

Can we not also rid ourselves of 
the foolish but all too prevalent 
idea that because a female is a high 
producer she must perforce possess 
some undesirable characteristics, 
such as a pendulous bag, slopy 
rump, heavy withers, etc., or be 
such as not to appeal to the eye? 

We can easily understand the 
importance of type and conforma- 
tion in the beef animal, but where 
is the judge who can place a class 
of dairy cows in their correct order 
as producers simply by inspection? 
The only true test is that furnished 
by weighing the milk, for without 
this it is doubtful whether even the 
herdsman in regular attendance on 
a cow could tell within a margin 
of one ton of milk per annum what 
her production is. 

The Mount Hope Bull Index is 
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fundamentally sound and its prin- 
ciples have been successfully applied 
for years in raising the production 
of the large flock of Leghorns kept 
at the farm until it has now reached 
a very high flock average. More- 
over, breeders visiting there, to the 
number of several hundred a year, 
find no fault with the type of cow 
that selective breeding for produc- 
tion is developing. 

Our Herd Book Council and the 
Committee of the Farmers’ Asso- 
ciation and the Agricultural Com- 
mittee of the Royal Guernsey Agri- 
cultural and Horticultural Society, 
have received copies of the Mount 
Hope pamphlets and have had a 
verbal report on my visit. They 
consider the points raised are of 
such importance that this general 
meeting of breeders has been called 
to discuss them and the manner in 
which the bull index could be ap- 
plied on the Island.

then you have set up a precedent 
that will carry to every state in the 
nation and it means that the only 
bull a man can sell without jeopar- 
dizing his reputation is one with an 
Advanced Register record on the 
dam. In order to protect and safe- 
guard its members and future wel- 
fare it would mean that in a very 
short time THE AMERICAN GUERN- 
SEY CATTLE CLUB would be forced 
to try to pass a ruling that only 
bulls out of Advanced Register dams 
would be entitled to registrations. 
We contend that such action would 
be unconstitutional in that it would 
deprive an owner of his property 
without due process of law. 

The purpose of THE AMERICAN 
GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB, broadly, 
is to further the advancement of 
the Guernsey breed along the lines 
of correct breed improvement and 
the keeping of records that tend to 
honesty, and information matters of 
record. In its early stages this or- 
ganization was comprised of mem- 
bers who were very nearly sole 
owners of this particular breed of 
cattle. 
have passed requirements of about 
any nature they might fancy and 
affect no one but themselves. They 
could have ruled that cows should 
milk from six teats and affect only 
their membership. As years went 
by they sold stock to more and more 
outsiders until today the vast ma- 
jority of stock owners are not mem- 
bers of THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB and have no voice in 
its affairs. These stock owners, 


At that time they could’ 
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however, have acquired many righis 
that THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB must protect and 
particularly any right that has any- 
thing to do with the very value of 
their investment and ownership. 

In the purchase of mating live- 
stock the basic principle is the re- 
sulting progeny. The same idea 
an Irish alderman had when the 
common council debated beautify- 
ing the lagoons in the parks. They 
appropriated sums to buy ducks 
and swans, ete. Then it was moved 
to purchase some gondolas and Pat 
jumped up with, ‘‘Sure we’ve spint 
anuf aready and I move we boy 
wan pair of them things and let 
nature take its course.” 


Inherited Characters 


5 gree are many things that have 
to do with the improvement of 
breeding and its attendant rules 
and regulations that an organization 
such as THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY 
CATTLE CLUB should have unques- 
tionable control over. I do not 
want to get into technical questions 
of genetics or biology where I would 
immediately be a founder, but 
crudely put, I think that any at- 
tempt to regulate any phase of 
heredity should only apply to such 
as are clearly recognized as _ in- 
herited characters and not to any 
that might be attributed to ac- 
quired or environmental charac- 
teristics. 

We admit that this is a very diffi- 
cult principle of breeding to prove. 
As a basic one we admit the ten- 
dency of the cow to produce milk is 
an inherited one only in so far as 
to feed the new born calf. Any 
further functioning of the milk flow 
of a cow is an acquired tendency 
due to environment. The wonder- 
ful development of increase in milk 
flow is a matter of breed history 
and record and there is no question 
but this increased function has be- 
come a fixed breed characteristic, 
but of a very variant nature and de- 
pending largely on the environment 
factor. 


Cannot Deprive Rights 

F THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CAT- 
TLE CLUB was to set a fixed 
standard as a breed production re- 
quirement for registration it would 
have to have in mind foremost the 
protection of the vast majority of 
the owners of its stock that I claim 
have property rights they cannot 
be deprived of. In such a case it 
could not be an arbitrary standard 
set up primarily for breed improve- 
ment which as a matter of fact the 
Advanced Register standards of 
today is. We claim they could not 
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set up any arbitrary standard legal- 
ly and thus deprive a man of his 
property rights by refusing him the 
use of its records to register a bull 
because the dam of the bull had not 
proved herself worthy of the CLUB’s 
standard to permit such registra- 
tion. 

THE AMERICAN GUERNSEY CAT- 
TLE CLUB could formulate some new 
additional classification of regis- 
tered dams for bulls but had none 
in 1922 and would have to maintain 
its original herd book as well. Our 
client showed his honesty and good 
faith in registering the calf he sold 
Mr. Boese in the one and only way 
permissible. If he is a crook be- 
cause he so acted, then the results 
of his actions were beyond his con- 
trol. 

As I said before, Mr. Fisher is 
anxious that his defense be along 
broad practical lines and I shall 
but briefly bring out the more im- 
portant points and permit my col- 
league, Mr. Burchard, to give you 
more the detail, particularly as to 
testing and rule requirements. 


Should Not Restrict 


¢ only bulls with Advanced Reg- 
ister dams are to be the only mar- 
ketable sires I would like to bring 
to you a few of the problems and 
evils that the breeder and this in- 
dustry would face. I am not going 
to burden you with statistics, but 
this is a very important point and 
I ask you to bear with me this once. 
From July 1, 1929, to July 1, 1930, 
there were 2,066 new completed 
records. As you know a very large 
percentage was made in the four 
years and above classes. We will 
waive every advantage and figure 
eight years of reproduction and we 
would have 16,000 living Advanced 
Register cows producing about 8,000 
bull calves annually with Advanced 
Register dams. In the May, 1929, 
annual report of THE AMERICAN 
GUERNSEY CATTLE CLUB, there 
were 14,661 bull registrations and 
it is fair to assume the demand 
called for nearly this number of bull 
calves. I feel it would be unfair 
to give the number of bull transfers. 
What is the answer for a bull sup- 
ply? This is an economic question 
to be faced. 


Restriction Has Evils 


ET us look at some of the at- 
tendant evils of such a restric- 
tion. First as a breeding improve- 
ment proposition. Would such a 
rule tend to improve a better selec- 
tion of type in the female? I feel 


sure the tendency in many cases 
due to the forced market conditions 
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‘of a limited supply and a great de- 


mand would be to test any old cow 
that would qualify and thus put a 
premium on poor cows the owner 
knows are his culls. 


It would tend to discourage the 
sale of females to beginners as they 
always figure they have a right to 
sell, maybe not for much, their bull 
calves from the very start. Testing 
is a work on the farm that incurs 
considerable expense. We all know 
that to carry this burden several 
head must be tested. We would 
tend to eliminate the small breeder 
and most farmer breeders have 
started with but a single registered 
female. As a result of this the en- 
tire sales program of the breed would 
be slowed up and breed promotion 
would have a large obstacle to over- 
come, especially with our 4-H club 
work. 


The Bull Trust 


LSO, would there not be another 

problem to face? One oppo- 
site of this small beginner problem. 
The premium on Advanced Register 
record cows would increase enor- 
mously. Testing seems to be car- 
ried on to a large extent today by 
the larger breeding establishments 
and they would immediately force 
the increase of Advanced Register 
cows to the maximum and we might 
hear in a few years of the ‘Bull 
Trust.” 


Another evil I see is one of direct 
hardship to the breeder. Many of 
the best heifers (ones that would 
make key cows to a man’s breeding 
program) lose part of the udder, or 
encounter other misfortunes and 
cannot be tested. Many breeders 
do not care, or it might not be con- 
venient to test heifers with first or 
second calf, and, if bulls, they would 
soon find themselves facing the 
necessity of maintaining a bull 


.ranch. Many herds where Ad- 


vanced Register work has not been 
practiced, due to conditions be- 
yond the owner’s control, have 
wonderful cows that are sired by 
worthy bulls. 


Advanced Register work is es- 
sentially a culling proposition. Its 
purpose is to find the poor as well as 
the good cow. The present set 
standard by which cows are re- 
quired to qualify is in many good 
herds today considered too low and 
within their culling margin. Ad- 
vanced Register work at its best is 
not a certain cut and dried rule to 
measure the producing ability of a 
cow. The human factor (laziness 
and ignorance) local conditions 
(weather, feed, buildings) and the 
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element of accidental happenings— 
these factors all tend to limit the 
Advanced Register record as a 
measure of the inherent producing 
ability of the cow. I find it foreign 
to this argument to consider the 
other necessary requirements of a 
dam that every breeder, grade or 
pure bred, emphasizes in the selec- 
tion of a sire, namely, type, consti- 
tution, vigor and pedigree. These 
requirements will in a large degree 
fall in the discard if the one arbitrary 
requirement is adopted. 


This is an issue that practically 
deals with the majority buyer of 
bulls—the man with a grade herd. 
We must keep this type of buyer 
before us during this entire dis- 
cussion as we of the defense admit 
that an owner of a pure bred herd 
should only use a sire out of an Ad- 
vanced Register dam, on account 
of the publicity and pedigree value. 


We feel that we have shown you 
sufficient reasons that Mr. Fisher 
selling, as set forth in the complaint, 
the kind of bull he did to Mr. 
Boese, acted well within his rights 
and was honorable and honest and 
we ask you to find for him. 


P. A.: Your Honor, the Prosecut- 
ing Attorney wishes to express to 
the Court his satisfaction at the 
verdict rendered. It is indeed an 
exceedingly high testimony to the 
probity and strength of character 
possessed by the defendant that he 
can be declared in open court inno- 
cent of the charges placed against 
him. This is particularly remark- 
able in view of the array of legal 
talent furnished by the prosecution. 
This strength of character is hardly 
exceeded even by Your Honor who 
has so ably and impartially sifted 
the chaff from the little wheat of- 
fered by the Attorneys for the de- 
fense.

forcibly was the number of bulls 
siring winners. In past years there 
have been one or two sires preemi- 
nent in this work and few fresh 
names appeared. In 1930 there 
were many fresh names in the cata- 
logues and winning blood seemed to 
be much more widely diffused. 

Surely this is another great step 
in progress and a sign of the level- 
ing up in excellence that is taking 
place throughout the herds of 
Guernseys in Great Britain. It 
can never be utterly good for a 
breed to depend for its winners on 
the blood of just one or two sires 
only. It must make for improve- 
ment when prepotency and the 
power to reproduce the very finest 
specimens of a breed lies in the 
veins of a number of bulls as opposed 
to a few. 

Does it not prove that all the care 
and attention bestowed by Guern- 
sey breeders upon their cattle in 
the past is bearing rich fruit? Cer- 
tainly it does, and the future should 
hold out even greater things than 
the past, for the motto of the Eng- 
lish Guernsey Cattle Society is 
** Progress.”’ 


Carlton County Breeders Meet 
j pew annual meeting of the Carl- 

ton County, Minnesota, Guern- 
sey Breeders’ Association was held 
at Barnum onthe evening of March 7 
and some forty interested Guernsey 
breeders were present. The report 
of the secretary, Adolph Larson, 
showed the association to be in a 
healthy condition in regard to 
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finances and membership. This as- 
sociation had ninety-two paid-up 
members in 1930. C. H. Welch, 
who represented the association at 
the annual meeting of the Minnesota 
Guernsey’ Breeders’ Association, 
gave a brief statement of the meet- 
ing. He stated that the only com- 
plaint he had about the state asso- 
ciation was the fact that there was 
only one Carlton County member on 
its list and that the Carlton County 
Association was not affiliated with 
it. This condition was immedi- 
ately remedied by the meeting vot- 
ing to join the state association, in- 
creasing the dues in the county 
association from one dollar a year 
to $1.50 to cover the membership 
in the state association. 

There was considerable discussion 
as to the advisability of holding a 
county sale this year and the propo- 
sition was voted down. Instead, 
it is proposed to conduct an active 
campaign through the secretary’s 
office to promote the sale of surplus 
stock through private deals. 

The association decided to again 
send a county herd to the Minne- 
sota State Fair and appointed Carl 
Hanson, Fred Norberg and County 
Agent George W. Chambers as a 
committee to locate the necessary 
stock and see that it is properly 
fitted for the exhibit.

Breed associations can also purchase these blotters imprinted with the name of their association for $10.00 a thousand. 
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Guernseys on the C. H. Welch and 
Sons Moosehorn Farm at Barnum 
headed the list for the three states 
with an average of 514.7 pounds of 
butter fat, taking the silver cup 
given by the Land O’Lakes Asso- 
ciation for the highest production 
herd in the five to nine cow class in 
northern Minnesota. Arvesen 
Brothers, also Guernsey breeders 
at Barnum, had high herd in the 
ten to nineteen cow class in the 
Minnesota section, with an aver- 
age production of 456.5 pounds of 
butter fat. This contest has been 
conducted by the Tri-State Dairy 
Congress for four years and of the 
eight silver cups given in that time 
for the small and medium size herds 
for northern Minnesota, six of the 
cups have come to Barnum breeders 
of Guernseys.

i ie natural agricultural trend 
throughout Pickaway County, 
Ohio, farming is toward more dairy- 
ing as a means of affording a more 
uniform distribution of farm in- 
incomes. This fact challenges farm- 
ers throughout the county to out- 
line a well defined foundation pro- 
gram to meet this dairy situation. 
The depression in farm incomes 
during the past has intensified the 
importance of greater diversifica- 
tion in farm operations. 


In February, 1929, farm organi- 
zation leaders, dairy farmers and 
different business groups through- 
out the county, in cooperating with 
County Agent H. S. Lewis, decided 
to initiate a 4-H Dairy Calf Club as 
one of the initial steps toward the 
improvement of dairy herds. As a 
result of this movement twenty 
Guernsey heifers were imported 
into the county from Wisconsin the 
first of May. Eleven of these 
heifers were selected by boys and 
girls who had enrolled in the 4-H 
Guernsey Heifer Club. The re- 
mainder of the heifers were pur- 
chased by farmers who wished to 
obtain these pure bred heifers as 
foundation stock or for the purpose 
of improving their present herd. 


The 4-H Guernsey heifer club has 
proved a most popular project. In- 
terested farmers and business men 
anxiously awaited the dairy calf 
club show which was to be staged 
at the Circleville Pumpkin Show in 
October. The boys and girls cared 
for their calves, following recom- 
mendations for feeding and fitting 
which are suggested by the dairy 
extension department of the Ohio 
State University and carried out 
under the supervision of the county 
agent. ; 

When these heifers were placed 
on exhibit they attracted more at- 
tention than any other feature of 
the show. The club exhibit was 
judged by C. L. Blackman, dairy 
extension specialist of the Ohio 
State University. Mr. Blackman 
stated that the exhibit was one of 
the best dairy club exhibits which 
he had viewed and he congratulated 
the boys and girls upon the splendid 
work which they had accomplished 
in growing and fitting this class of 
heifers.

This is 
good advice, especially at this time 
when all should prepare to sit on 
the peak when it reaches a higher 
level. 

The discussions were followed by 
a business session at which the fol- 
lowing officers were elected: Presi- 
dent, Charles F. Sundberg, Indiana; 
vice president, John G. Henderson, 
Edri; secretary-treasurer, E. N. Ly- 
dick, Indiana. The present board 
of directors was retained, with Wal- 
ter Philippi of Rochester Mills 
elected to fill the vacancy of S. A. 
Ackerson who is now in Colorado. 

For the benefit of members and 
others not present, it was decided 
that a report of this meeting and 
other activities should be mimeo- 
graphed at the expense of the club 
and distributed from the Farm 
Bureau Office. The greater part 
of the association work is educa- 
tional, the social and business in- 
terests easily taking care of them- 
selves.
